NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th December, 1998 

S.O. 1114(E) .—Whereas the Bombay Dock Labour Board, Bombay was facing financial stringency for the Iasi 
several years and was unable to pay wages to its employees and registered workers; 

And whereas after considering tire various aspects, the Central Government formed an opinion that a grave financial 
emergency exf^d due to which the Board was unable to perform its functions; 

And r^'ereas the said Board was superseded by the Central Government under clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 
6B of the Dock Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948), vide Notification of the Govenunent of India in 
the Ministry of Surface Transport, No. S.O. 204(E), dated the 25th February, 1994 for a period of one year and all the powers 
and functions which might be exercised or performed by the said Board were vested in the Chairman, Bombay Port Tursl, 
Bombay during the period of such supersession; 

And whereas the Central Government extended the periods of supersession vide notifications of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Surface Tfansport No. S.O, 113(E), dated 2nd September, 1995, No. S.O. 892(E), dated 23rd Decem¬ 
ber, 1996 and No. S.O. 925(E), dated 30th December, 1997; 

And whereas the extension of supersession expires on the 31st December, 1998; 

And whereas tlic Central Government considers it necessary to extend the period of supersession; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section (3) of section 6B of the said Act, the 
Central Government hereby extends the period of supersession of Board till the 31st December, 1999, or date of coming into 
force of the merger of Bombay bock Labour Board with Bombay Port Tnist. wliichevcr is earlier. 

2 All the powers and functions, wliich may be exercised or performed by the said Board shall be exercised or 
performed by the Chairman, Bombay Port Trust, Bombay during the period of such supersession.
